FEWER DOCTORS BUT 
MORE DOCTOR 


Fifteen years ago a noted educator, 
who was thoroughly fam iliar with the 
conditions underlying medical educa­ 
tion, tersely remarked, “ W e do not 
need more doctors, 
we 
need more 
doctor.” 
The statistics published last 
week show that this need is being at­ 
tained. 
Fifteen years ago this coun­ 
try had 162 medical colleges, which 
was over half of the world’s supply. 
Although some were w ell 
equipped 
and well conducted, a large proportion 
were owned by individuals or by joint 
stock corporations, and were conduct­ 
ed for profit. 
In some instances, a 
professorship could be secured by any 
physician 
who 
bought 
a 
certain 
amount 
of 
stock; 
for 
a 
sm aller 
amount of coin he would secure a lee 
tureship. 
Since 
these 
institutions 
were organized for profit, it was im­ 
portant to secure large classes so the 
income from fees would 
be 
corres­ 
pondingly increased.

tisements, follow-up letters and paid 
solicitors were freely used; thus en­ 
rollm ents were swelled to mammoth 
proportions. 
No wonder that the ac­ 
tual number of students fifteen years 
ago reached the amazing total of 28,- 
142, and that there were f>,747 grad­ 


uates! 
In the fifteen years there has. in­ 
deed, been a marked reduction; there 
are nearly fifty per cent fewer medi­ 
cal colleges; there are nearly forty 
per cent fewer medical students and 
medical graduates. 
.Medical colleges 
sans teachers, sans laboratories and 
sans ideals have given way to w ell­ 
equipped medical colleges having fair 
entrance standards, skilled teachers, 
modern laboratories and an abund­ 
ance of clinical material. 
The 
sum 
total of colleges 
is 
decreased; the 
number of better ones has been great­ 


ly increased. 
Instead of a great army of students, 
many having not even 
a 
grammar 
school education, 
and 
enticed from 
more fitting occupations 
by 
glowing 
advertisements 
and 
“ easy” 
require­ 
ments, we now have about half the 
number; but practically all have had 
a prelim inary training which enables 
them better to understand the more 
complex problems of modem medi 
cine. 
As to 
the 
opportunities for 
properly equipped 
medical 
students 
these have not been diminished, but 
have been decidedly improved. 
There 
could be a further reduction in the 
number of colleges and still allow of 
a greatly increased 
student 
enroll­ 
ment. 
And 
the 
students would be 
further benefited by the change, since 
a greater proportion would be In the 
better-equipped colleges. 
As to the reduction in the number 
of 
graduates, 
surely 
this 
country 
needed “ fewer doctors, but more doc­ 
tor " 
For the public welfare it is cer 
tainly better to have a hundred well 
trained graduates from modern high- 
grade medical shreds than a thou 
Band from the old-time variety of run- 
for-profit institutions.

Bociation,

ject, “ that there 
will 
be

dearth 
of physicians. 
Tile annual number of 
graduates Is still nearly double the 
loss of physicians by death; and even 
if it were less than the annual loss, it 
would be many years before a dearth 
would result because of tile seriouslj 
overcrowded condition of Hie profes­ 
sion. 
There is now one physician to 
from COO to fi'iO people, as compared 
with one to from 1500 to 2500 iii the 
leading nations in Europe.”

voters concerning the socalled Stat 
Non-Partisan Law which is to be voted 
upon October 26. 
The 1915 Direct Prim ary Law, popu 
larly known 
as 
Hie "Non-Partisan 
State Election Law,” takes the place 
of the Direct Prim ary Law of 1913. Ii 
provides complete revision of the old 
law. 
It puts lite old law into more 
logical and systematic form. 
It clears 
away various ambiguities and (neon 
sistencies which had developed in Hie 
1913 measure. 


The 1915 act has been held up un 
der the referendum. 
This has been 
done by those who oppose . ertain non 
partisan features. 
The 
non-purtisan 
features to which objection is made 
complete the work, begun in 1911, of 
conducting elections 
for 
township, 
county and state officials without con­ 
sideration of their national party af­ 
filiations. 


Under the old Direct Prim ary Law ,

skin of th e m eat to a certain degree.! 
Small in Size 
“The budded nuts, being so m e w h at; 
later in m aturing, may have suffered 
a trifle m ore from th e hot weather," 
said Dr. Berneike today. 
"As far as size is concerned there 
will be a great m any Number Twos 
th is year and almost no jumbos,' Dr 
B erneike 
continued. 
“Last 
season 
th irty per cent of 
my 
product was 
jumbos, while this year I doubt if the 
jum bos will average one r*«r cent, 
“Blight lias done more dam age than 
people thought at first. The tonnage 
will also be less than was at first sup­ 
posed. 
Very many of the walnuts did 
no t begin to be affected by blight un ­ 
til late and as a result stayed on the 
trees aud were not supposed to be af­ 
fected.

Profit From Meats 
■‘Members of the Santa Ana Valley

Codling Moth Damage 
“ If oilier walnut growers are having 
th e sam e experience that I am ,” said 
Hr. Berneike, “the codling moth is 
proving a real menace this year. "The

on 
the hull or 
shuck of the walnut while the nut is 
small. 
The larva eats its way to the 
shell and then goes to the stern end 
of the walnut where there is a small 
spot of soft tissue. 
The worm buries 
its way through this tissue and at 
lacks the meat. 
T he difficulty is in 
finding which nut is affected, as there 
are generally but slight outw ard in 
dications to show that tile worms have 
attacked the meat.
